Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-15, 17, 20, 21, 23-40, 44, 45, 47-62, 65, 66 and 68-70 are allowable 
over the prior art of record. The closest prior art of record Srivastava . teaches using a 
cost model for developing analytical cost expressions for individual operations and 
combining the expressions to obtain costs for entire plans, however it fails to teach 
splitting pipelines and adding operators in parallel so that resource usage is distributed 
over the pipelines, these limitations being indicated in claim 1 as "determining resource 
usage of each pipeline and splitting a particular pipeline having resource usage greater 
than resources available for executing the particular pipeline into a plurality of pipelines 
by adding operators for performing operations in parallel so that resource usage is 
distributed over the plurality of pipelines", claim 26 as "determines resource usage of 
each pipeline and splits a particular pipeline having resource usage greater than 
resources available for executing the particular pipeline into a plurality of pipelines by
